H  E  Times  obvious  difcourfe,  whereby 
that  All  which  truly  loves  Noblcfs  or 
Learning  congratulates  your  highly 
deftrved  Honor,  caufed  me  colled 
thefe,  taken  out  of  no  obvious  Monu¬ 
ments,  touching  the  auncienteft  mention,  con;undi- 
on,  and  divifion  of  thole  two  Great  Offices  of  State 
which  your  Lordlbip  really  bears  ,  though  ftilcd 
but  by  the  name  of  one:  they  are  fliort,  yet  give  large 
teftimony  of  the  former  times.  They  conclude  with 
an  Ad  made  about  520.  years  fince,  of  like  tenor  in 
fiibftancc  with  that  later  under  Queen  Elisr.  which 
was  as  proper  to  your  name,  whence  thefe  allb  were 
the  fitter  to  offer  you  :  Enough ,  other  particulars 
touching  both  thefe  Great  Offices  might  have  been 
added,  but  thefe  were  chofen  for  the  ulual  Queftion 
of  the  prefent,  and  thus  are  given  (  not  yet  feen  by 
any  other  eye)  asatafteof  my  humble  Obfervaricc.

HE  cldeft  tnention  in  good  authority  of  the 
name  of  Chancellor  of  this  Kingdoni,  is  in> 
Edward  the  elders  time,  about  the^yeaf 
DCCCCXX,  he  made  TurJ^till  Abbot  of 
^  Croyland  his  Chancellor.  Cancellarinm  fuum 
euni  conjiituit^  ut  qu^cunque  negotia  temper  alia 
fvel  jpiritualia^.Kegis  Judicium  expeSabant  illim  confiljo  de- 

Crete  (nam^tdnt^  fldei  et  tarn  prefundi  ingenij  tenebatur)  omnia 
tra^arentur^  traEiata  irrefragabilem  fententiam  fortirentur. 
This  Abbot  held  the  Office  under  Atheljian^  Edmund 
fucceeding  Kings.  :  *  oj 

King  Ethelred  afterwards  divided  the  ChanceUbrfhip  be¬ 
tween  the  Abbots  of  E/y,  and  in  Canterbury 

of  Glajienbury^  who,  were  to  exercife  it  by  turn.  The  words 
of  an  Old  MonkojfE/y  are,  Statuitdtque  concejffit  quatenus 
Ecclefia  de  Ely  extunc  fentperjn  Regis  Curi^^  CanceUarii

cum  SanSluarii  ^  cater  is  or??  at  thus  Altar  is  minijiranclo  :  So 
as  the  Abbot  of  Ely^  or  fomc'  Monk  by  him  appointed^  ex- 
ercifed  the  Office  from  Candlemas  four  moneths  yearly,  and 
the  other  two  of  Glaflenbury  and  S'.  Augufines  made  up  the 
twelve.  .  '  yv’- 

But  there  odcifrres  hot  anf  fubfcfiptioh  in  Charters  by  that 
name,  till  the  Confeffor,  in  his  Patent  to  the  Church  oiWefl- 
minfter  j  after  the  King,  Bifhops,  Abbots,  and  others ,  comes 
Ego  Rembaldus  CanceUarius  fubfcripfz. 

Yet  in  the  ancienteft  Monument  of  a  Grant  by  any  King 
extant  here ,  I  doubt  not  but  the  Chancellor  fubfcribed, 
though  under  another  name. 

The  firft  Chriftian  King  of  the  Saxons  founded  and  endow¬ 
ed  Canterbury  Church,  and  in  his  Charter  amongft  the  Earls, 
occurrs  Ego  Ku^cvaTiniusKeferendarius  fubfcripfz  where  Kefe- 
rendarim  may  well  fiand  for  CanceUarius^  the  Office  of  both 
(  as  the  words  applyed  to  the  Court  are  ufed  in  the  Code, 
Novells,  and  Story  of  the  decKning  Empire  )  fignifying  an 
Officer  that  received  Petitions^and  Supplications  to  the  King, 
and  made  out  his  Writs  and  Mandates,. as  a  Cufos  Eegis  :  And 
though  there  were  divers  ,  as  14.  then  8.  then 

more  again,  and  fo  divers  Chancellors  in  the  Empire  ;  Yet 
one  efpecially  here,  exercifingan  Office  ofthe  nature  of  thefe 
many,  might  well  be  ftiled  ^by  either  ofthe  namesr  Thefe 
are  teftimonics  of  that  time' without  exception,  though  Poly- 
dore  begin  the  Name  and  Office  at  ih^  'Norman  Con^eft.

O  R  that  Principal  part  of  the  Office,  or  that  other  Of- 
fice  joyned  with  the  Chancellorfhip,  the  Keeping  of  the 
Seal  j  If  the  common  Opinion  were  deer,  that  under  the 
Saxon  State  no  Seals  were  here  ufed  ,  then  were  it  vain  to 

^hat  time.  But  there  is*  yet  remaining  an 
Old  Saxon  Charter  of  King  Edgar ^  beginning  ,  A  Orthodexo- 
turn  ^igoris  Ecclefafici  moniUi  creherrime  infruimur^  &c.  to 
the  Abbey  of  Perfore^  wherein  divers  L^nds  are  given,  andl 
^  ere  remains  in  the  Parchment  plain  fignes  of  three  Labells 
py. the  places  cut  for  their  being  hanged  on  :  and  of  the  felf-

fame  Charter  a  teftimony  ^!fo  as  ancient,  that  the  Seals  were, 
one  of  King  Edgar ^  the  fecond  ofS^  Diinjian^  and  the  third 
of  Alfer  Duels  Merciornm.  That  teftimony  is  in  a  Letter 
from  Godfrie  Archdeacon  oi  Worcejier  to  Pope  Alexander  HI. 
writing  of  that  Charter,  and  the  Authority  of  it :  Noverit^ 
faith  he,  SanSiita^  <vcftra  ^  ^ernm  effe^  quod  conferipti  Imjm 
feriptum  originale  in  ^irtuU  SanEi(£  Trinitatis  ftgilla  tria^  trium 
perfonarmi  autenticarum  ,  ad  *veritatem^  triplici  confrmatione 
C9mmendat  ;  Eji  autem  Sigillum  primttm  iUnflris  Regis  Edgari; 
fecundum  Sanfti  Dunftani  Cantuarienfis  Archiepifeopi’^  tertium 
Alferi  Duds  Merciorum  ;  ficut  ex  diligenti  liter  arum  impreffa- 
rum  inJpeBiofte  ez>identer  accepi.  And  it’s  reported  by  thofe 
which  have  fearched  the  Records  of  Denys  Church  in 
France^  there  remain  two  Charters ,  the  one  of  one  0^, 
the  other  of  one  Edgar  ^  with  Seals  annext  v  the  one  of  which 
I  have  feeri  caft  off  in  Lead  ,  and  is  about  the  breadth  of  a 
Shilling  thick,  and  having  a  face  on  the  one  fide.  Likewife 
amongft  the  Charta:  Antiquee^  divers  being  reckoned  cum  Si- 
giUo^  others  fine  Sigillo  j  one  is  cum  Sigillo  of  King  Cnout^  nei¬ 
ther  is  there  any  colour  of  doubt  but  that  the  Confejfor  had  his 
Seal,  for  the  Print  yet  remains  in  part  to^be  feen.  But  not- 
withftanding  thefe  fingular  examples  of  Kings  Sealing  in  the 
Saxons  times  it’s  moft  certain  it  was  not  a  thing  common 
then  ^  neither  could  any  in  the  Chahcellorlhip  be  denomina- 
jted  from  Keeping  the  Seal,  nor  in  any  other  Office.  Cu- 
iriofitv  in  fome  particular  occafion  fwayed  more  in  it,  than  any 
Cuftom  ^  Although  we  admit  thofe  before  mentioned  for 
true,  which  may  well  be  doubted,  in  regard  of  the  frequent 
fraud  and  ignorai^ce  in  cominkting’it ,  which  in  the  elder 
irimes  polfefs’d  the  Church-men.  dhut  {or  the  Confejfor  s  Seal, 
that  was  without  fcruple  certain,  and  thence  may  we  confi¬ 
dently  derive  the  Great  Seal  of  England.
